If tho opportunity had been given me to 
couununicate to you all^ the following, in sub- 
stance, personally, I shoul(] have done so. But 
the circutnslances in which I am now placed, 
seem to call for this communication from me 
to yon, through this medium, as the way in 
which 1 should have been permitted to com- 
municate is hedged up. 

You are all aware, probably, that I have been 
a memuer of your church for sometime past. 
And it is probable that you all have been in- 
formed of my excommunication from the same, 
recently. And it may be, also, that in view of 
the knowledge you have of my present convic- 
tions, you are united in judging me unworthy 
of Christian fellowship and Christian privi- 
leges ; and so far as it is in your power, 
deem it your duty to withhold and deprive 
me of the same. Be that as it may, it is cer- 
tait), that a nund)er of the male members have 
thus decided, as the following will show. 
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*At the regular quarterly meeting* of the 
First Free Church, for business, holden on 
Wednesday evening, 2d May, 1838, 

Voted^, That as Mr. Joseph A. Whitmarsh 
adnnits that the charges brought against him are 
true, we can no longer have fellowship with 
him, and he is hereby excommunicated from 
the privileges of this church.

The following is a list of the charges I re- 
ceived the day of the evening on which the 
above vote was passed. 

* 1st. Neglecting the comnlunion. 

2nd. An utter disregard of all covenant 
obligations. 

3d. Living in the neglect of prayer, both 
family, Social and secret, and an entire dis" 
belief in the necessity, obligation or propriety 
of the same.' 

Now I have no disposition to complain of 
the apparent haste in which this business was 
done, it being something less than a week from 
the time I was visited by one of the members 
to the time of my excommunication. Neither 
will I complain of the charge of * neglecting 
the communion,* although I am not aware 
that I was absent from the * communion* but 
once from the time I joined the church to the 
time of my excommunication. If they meant 
to say that I have neglected that true and en-

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tire spiritual communion with the Father and 
with his Son, Jesus Christ, which it was my 
privilege and duty to have, then I plead not 
guilty. But if 1 have neglected the substance, I 
certainly have followed after the types, sha- 
dows and symbols, very closely. 

As to the * utter disregard of all covenant 
obligations,^ when I found that these * covenant 
obligations' were but the filthy garb of self- 
righteousness, and a covering under which in- 
iquity hides itself, I saw that I must put them 
off, though at the expense of a right hand or 
right eye, and at the loss of the sympathy, con? 
fidence and friendship of the world. I shall 
show in the course of this communication, why 
I considered myself free from these * covenant 
obligaiiuiis,' and therefore it will appear why 
I disregard them. 

If in the third charge, it was the intention 
to convey the idea, that I deny the obligation 
to pray, and the necessity of prayer, then it 
conveys a false impression. True, I do deny 
the obligation, to mouth over a form of prayer 
twice a day in my family, as the custom of some 
is, and of meeting with others to do the same 
in a * prayer meeting.' And I think it best to 
abstain from these forms, observances and 
meetings, as they now are. And I do not be- 
lieve it necessary for me to convey my body to 
any particular location, in order to offer accept- 
able prayer, or to pray with all prayer and sup- 
plication in the Spirit. If I must always be in 
the secret chamber of a house when I pray, I 
cannot always pray and not faint as Christ 
commanded, nor pray without ceasing, as Paul 
exhorted tho primitive disciples to do; fori 
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cannot alwnys he in the secret chamhnr of a 
h<MJs<\ But I c.'ui retire inUs the st.'cr(:t ciini!'.- 
ber of fny soul, and through the Spirit, prny in 
the house and hy the way, in the tnuhiiude and 
in all phtces and at all liuies, witliout ceysntion. 
'IVuf prayer is made and otiiy tnade, hy the 
S}>irit, * vvhicli m.iketh intercossif)n for us, even 
wiih i^roaniiiiTs which cannot he uttered.' True 
prayer Is ofiener offered without the use of the 
lij)s and words, ihai» wiih tiican. 

For the purpose of showino^ that I am not 
found an heretic, and as having njade ship- 
wreck of faith, when weighed in the halance 
of God's truth, 1 shall relate to you some of the 
exercises of my mind for some motiths past, 
and declare to you the solemn convictions and 
truths, that are deeply impressed on my soul — 
convictions and truths, which no racks, nor 
tortures, nor fire, can drive from me, nor burn 
out of me, even if I could be forced to deny 
them. And these truths, im[)ressions and con- 
victions, have not been in my mind like the 
morning cloud and early dew, but fixed and 
abiding. 1 put them forth, not as the idle tale 
that is read to fill up the vacuum of the passing 
moment, and then forgotten, perhaps, forever ; 
but 1 put them forth as ctnbodying that, which 
is imperishable as Him, who is tratli. If 
any will deride, they must — if any will scoff, 
they can — if any will persecute, they may. 
But let such be warned ! The mighty car of 
truth is rolling onward, and he who will be so 
fool-hardy and ])resumptuous as to stand in its 
way will surely be crushed and ground to pov/- 
der. 

! publish this (ruth with a vivid, realizing 
sense that it is a small, very small thing to be 



judged of man*s judgment. 1 would count it 
my greatest joy, a glorious privilege to be made 
and to make myself of no reputation for 
Christ's sake. 1 well know that I must forsake 
father and mother, brother and sister, wife and 
children, houses and lands, self and reputation, 
yea all things, if I w^ouid have Christ and his 
righteousness. He must be all in all, or noth- 
ing to me. The wisdom of this world is fool- 
ishness with God. And those who seem to be 
wise in this world, must willingly become and 
be counted fools, or they never will be truly 
wise. 

About six months since, I was led by the 
Spirit, to hunger and thirst after righteousness, 
as I never had before. But being in bondage 
to the law, and hugging that bondage as 1 did, 
I got no further than to say, as I often did in 
bitterness and anguish of soul, * O wretched 
man that I am, who shall deliver mc from the 
body of this death ? ' 1 never could truiy say, 
I thank God, through Jesus Christ our Lord, 
I could not realize the truth, that * there is no 
condemnation to them that are in Christ Jesus.* 

In searching for truth, my attention was 
mostly turned to the Scriptures, which I dili- 
gently searched, and one great truth which 
was presented to my mind more vividly than 
others, was the teachings and work of the 
Holy Spirit. I saw plainly that the Holy Spirit 
is the great and only teacher and witness of the 
truth — that I had been following after the 
things which man's wisdom teacheth — that the 
truth, the deep things of God, even the hidden 
wisdom, the mystery of Christ, is revealed and 
made known to man, by the Holy Spirit— that 
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the natural man, be who is under the law, and 
all who arn out of Christ, receive not the 
tilings of the Spirit of God, lor i\\vy are fool- 
ishness unto ihetn, neitlu'r can they know them, 
because they are spiritually discerned. 1 was 
taught that there is in re;/lity a hapiista of the 
Ploly Ghost, and tluit I nnist cease from man, 
and take the Holy Spirit as my only teacher an(l 
expositor of the Scrip! ures. The folhiwing 
portions of Scripture were powerftilly impress- 
ed on my mind — ' They sliall all he taught of 
God. Every man that hulh heard, and iiath 
learned of the Father, cometh unto (Christ) 
me/ John, 6: 45. * But tiie comforter which 
IS the Holy Ghost — He sljali teach you all 
things.' — John, 14: 26. * And they shall all 
be taught of God.' — John, 0: 45. * But the 
anointing which ye have received of Him 
abideth in you, and ye need not that any man 
teach you, but as the same anointing tcacheth 
you all things, and is truth and is no lie, and 
even as it hath taught you, ye shall abide in 
him.'— ist John, 2 : 27. 

I then resolved to put wholly off the * cove- 
nant obligation ' to aid in suj)poriing and at- 
tending on the ministry of your preacher. 1 
saw that he, with a great multitude of profess- 
ed preachers of the gospel in the land, was a 
blind leader of the blind — that they, with the 
sects and church organizatiotis, stand where 
the scribes, pharisees and hypocrites of tlie 
Jewish church stood. For the) shut up the 
kingdom of heaven against men ; they neither 
go in themselves, nor suffer them that are en- 
tering to go in. They take counsel, but not of 
the Lord ; and cover with a covering, but nut 
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of the Spirit of the Lord, that they may add 
jiju to 'i'hrv h:i\tj {"or.siikoMi the ("oiifiiHin of 

liviii(r u'iil.ery, and heui^d out to iheniselvcs cis- 
tf!rfi<, broken cisterns, that, can h<d(! no water. 
Tiiey say not wlicre is the l^ord ; they handle 
the haw, l)at they know him not ; they irans- 
t,[ress a;r,-!i(jisi him, and propiiecy by Biiul, and 
walk after things thnt do not, profu. Th.ey 
build j'p Zion with l)h)()d, and Jernsalem with 
iniquity. 'J'hey pidiie !"or reward, and leach 
for hire, and divine (or money ; yet will they 
lean upon tfie Lord and say, Is not the Lord 
among us? none evil can come upon us. 'iMiey 
walk in lies, tliey strengthen also the hands of 
evil doers, that none doth return tVoni his wick- 
edness. They make the people vain ; they 
s[)eak a vision of their own lieart, and not out 
of the mouth of tlie Lord. They say unto 
those tliat dcsj)ise the Lord, (that live in sin) 
ye shall h.ave {)eace. Behold a whirlwind of 
the Lord is gone forth in furv, even a <crievous 
whirlwind ; it shall fall grievously upon the 
herui of the wicked. The anger of the Lord 
shall not return, until he have executed, and 
till he have perlbrmed the thoughts of his 
liear! ; in the latter d;iy lui shall consider it 
perfectly. I have not sent these pronhets, 
sailh the Lord, yet they ran ; I have not spoken 
to I hern, yet th.ey prophesied. 

Men may continue to support, and go, and 
hear, and follow after such preachers, and 
stickle for tlieir sects, observances, shadows 
and forms, and they will die feeding on husks 
and garbage, when if they would come, w^ith 
hungering and thirsting souls, to the pure foun- 
taiii and drinkj they shall be tilled aud never 
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thirst again. And these impure fountains, to 
which men now resort, would be dried up. 

Too long have the people * considered the 
initrpretution of the Bible ^ which they receive 
from the pastor in lohom they confide^ as the 
true interpretation.^ There is a protestant po» 
pish priestcraft in this land, as baneful in its 
influence as the popery and priestcraft of the 
Romish church, P^or a man to presume to 
take the Scriptures, and look to the great Teach- 
er of all truth for instrucion, without the teach- 
ings and instructions of a modern priest of the 
popular order, is the worst kind of heresy. 
And he that does it must expect to be thrust 
out of the synagogue, without ceremony, if he 
has heretofore enrolled his name with its wor- 
shippers. 

If most of the preachers* mouths were stop- 
ped, and their meeting-houses closed, the re- 
ligion of the gospel would be in a more flour- 
ishing condition than it is now, I am sure. 

The keeping of the Sabbath day in going to 
hear the preacher, &/C. is embraced in the 
* covenant obligations,' and having become fully 
persuaded in my own mind, some time since, 
of the necessity and obligation to keep every 
day holy, and of the entire abrogation of the 
Jewish Sabbath, which is now observed, I will 
here insert a short dialogue, in which B. fully 
expresses what I know the Scriptures teach. 

^ A. I understand you do not observe the 
Sabbath as formerly — is it so? 

B, I remember the Sabbath day to keep 
it holy, and every other day in the week; for 
I suppose they are equally sacred.

A. I hnve always supposed yoo to be a 
Christian, and therefore conchjde yon nre will* 
invr to assign your reasona for your present 
views. 

B. Most certainly, and if you please we 
wiil examine the reasons whic'i God has given 
for its instiintion, and our God shall be a judge 
bftwHen us. We shall find them in lull in 
Exod. 81 : 18, and onward Verse 13, * Verily 
niy Siil)baths ye shall keep : for it is a sign be- 
tween me and you iliroughout i/oin^ genera-^ 
tions ; that ye tnay know that I um the Lord 
that doth saudifij you.' Ver^^e 1(3 ' Where- 
fore the children of Israel shall keep the Sab» 
bath, to observe the Sabbath throughout their 
generations, for a perpetual covenant.' Verse 
IT, * li is a yign^ between me and the children 
of Israel forever; for in S5X days the Lord 
made heaven and ^3a^th, and on the seventh he 
rested, and was refreshed.' Veise IS, He tells 
us it (with the other commands) was written 
on tables of stotie with the finger of God, and 
of course it was to btand in full force till iho 
same finger of God should expunge il forever. 

A, The first prominent question that arises 
from the 13th verse is, what was the Sabbath? 

B. A iiign simply. 

.4. Are we under the dispensation of signs ? 
IL I think not. 

A . What, w a s the o hj cct t h e .s ign ? 

B. * That ye may know that I am the Lord 
that doth saudifj/ y(ni.^ Verse 13. 

A. lias the ol.)jcct of the sign been fully 
accomplislied ? 

B, ' By the wliich will we are sanctified, 
through the ofTering of the body of Jesus 
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Christ once for all.*— Heb. 10 : 10. * For by 
one offering he hath perfected forever them 
that are sanctified.' — Heb. 10: 14. 

A, But it is said, verse 16, * They shall 
observe it for a perpetual covenant,^ Is that 
covenant made void 1 

B. But now hath he obtained a more ex- 
cellent ministry, by how much also he is the 
mediator of a better covenant, which was es- 
tablished upon better promises. See Heb. 
8:6 

A, But the reason assigned in the 17th 
verse is, * that in the seventh day God rested 
from his work, and was refreshed, 

B, * And therefore did the Jews persecute 
Jesus, and sought to slay him, because he did 
these things on the Sabbatk day. But he an- 
swered them, my Father worketh hitherto, and 
I work.'—John 5: 16, 17. 

A. But donH you think the ten command- 
ments written and engraven in stones, are bind-? 
ing still, and in them we are commanded to 
observe the Sabbath and refrain from labor ? 

B, Read 2d Cor. 3d chapter, attentively, 
and then tell me whether we are under the 
ministration of death — whether we are under 
the ministration of condemnation. Is that 
summary of laws still binding, which God 
says, * was to be done away ' — * was done 
away ' — ' is abolished? '—or was Paul mistak- 
en when he uaid, * There is no condemnation 
to them which are in Christ Jesus?' — Rom. 
8; 1. 

A. Don't you think the law ought to be 
preached ? 

B, * The law was our school master to 
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bring us unto Christ ; but when faith is cbrilei 
We are no longer under a school master ; ' 
tiierefore if faiih has come, preach faith as 
Paul did, and not law, for we are not under 
law but under grace. — Gai. 3: 24, 25 

A. Did not Christ and his Apostles regard 
the Sabbath more than other days ? 

B. Christ and his disciples did the same 
things on the Sabbath as on other days, and 
the Savior justified himself and theth in so 
doing. — See all the Evangelists. 

A, But I think that We had better not do 
on the Sabbath what may as well be done on 
other days. 

B. S6 the Jews thought — * Are there not 
six days/ say they, * in the week 'I In them 
come and be healed, atid not on the Sabbath.* 
He replied. * The Son of Man is Lord even of 
the Sabbath day,'~-Liike () : 5—13 : 14. 

A, But does liot John say in the llevela* 
tion, that he * was in the Spirit on th« Lord's 
day?' 

jB. The Greek reads, * T was in the spirit 
in the Lord's day ;' that is in the day in which 
Jesus Christ was pleased to reveal himself^ 
without any reference to the day of the week 
whatever. 

A. Did not the apostles meet on the first 
day of the week? 

JB. Yes, and on every other for ten days in 
succession, previous to the day of pentecost ; 
but Paul who was the chief apostle, met with 
the Jews on the seventh day, and reasoned 
with them out of the Scriptures for months to- 
gether. 

4. When Was the Sabbath abolished t 
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&. ' Blottinnr out the hand-writing of ordi- 
nnuces w hich was against us, which was con- 
tiary to us, and took it out of the way^ nailing 
it to his cross.' Let no man, therefore, judge 
you in meat or in drink ^ or in respect ot" a 
holi/ day^ or of the new moon, or of the sab- 
baths, which are a shadow, (or type, or sign) 
of things to coine, but the body is of Christ/ 
Thus vou see that the New Testament concurs 
iviih the Ohl; in caHinij the Sabbath a sign 
simply.— See Cob 2: 14, IG, 17, 21. 

A. But do you think there is any harm in 
keeping it, even if it is not commar/ded 1 

B. Read the 2ist verse, and you wili then 
see that you are f(jrbidden to ^ touchy iastCj or 
handle/ any of the ordinances described in the 
IGih verse/ 

Let the Jewish priests of the present day, 
the continuance and support of whose craft 
depend on their blinding the eyes of tiie peo- 
ple, and keepiiig them in bondage to the law, 
do all they can to prop up Jewish institutions, 
long since done away in Ciirist, and endeavor 
to sliut the people up from the failh and liberty 
of the gospel, the days of their priestcraft are 
numbered. 'J'he Son of riijliteousncss, with 
healing in his beams, is rising in glorious splen- 
dor, the glooniy mists and darkness are vanish- 
ing, and tlic li*flit of the glorious gospel is be- 
ginning to siiine into mens heai*is; liberty is 
l)eing proclaimed to the captive — he shall go 
free. 

The only plausible argument xhnt is now 
hroucrht in favor of the observimce of the Sab- 
balh as now observed, is, that mau and beast 
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labor so hard, they need one day in seven to 
rest. 

Were it necessary that one portion of man- 
kind slu)uld labor, tug and toil as they now do 
six days in tlie week, there might be some 
ground for this argument. *A;an needs but 
liule here below,' when his natural wants are 
only to be suppliiMl, and !iis ^ flesh with the af- 
fi ctions and lusts are crucified.' And in order 
to obtain what he truly needs, and what is best 
for hirn, he need not labor any day, more than 
what would be for ihe best good aiid health of 
his body and tnind. His body is so constituted 
as to require healiby action and rest every day. 
But if men will, in order to gratify their grasp- 
ing, gluttonous, and inordinate desires, and to 
su{.)ply their ten thousand artificial wants and 
depraved appetites, drive themselves to death, 
and take one day in seven ' to rest,' as they 
call it, thinking to redeem their wasted efier- 
gies, and at the same time pretend to devote 
the day to ihe service and worship of God, they 
can do so ; I, for one, wish not to follow their 
exam')le. 11 this is not brintrinof * the halt, 
the lame and the blind,' as a sacrifice to God, 
then I know not what is. 

Another thing involved in the * covenant 
ol)ligations,' which. I fully disbelieve is, * That 
at death, (you believe) and Kot before^ the souls 
of believers are made perfectly holy.' — Extract 
from \2(k art. ' drn/r.^ston of Faith.' 

This doctrine is contrary to the Scriptures, 
" — most dishonoring to Mim who came to save 
his |)eople from their sins; and is a stnmhling 
block over whicii thousands stumble, and con- 
tentedly wallow on in their fililiiness, and goto 
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render up their account with this lie in their 
riiilil hand. 

Unbeufj', the great root and trunk of all 
sin, prefers to inake death the sauctifier and 
rech'-emer, when the soul parts from the hody, 
rather than take Jesus Christ as he in otlered 
in the gospel, a Savior from sin now. 'i'here 
has l)ecn in my mind the inquiry, that was in 
the nnnds of the disciples of old, and that was 
— ' What shall I do that I niiizht work the 
work of God ? ' And I was answered as thev 
were—* 'I'his is the work of God, that ye be- 
lieve on Ijim whom he hath sent.' I learned 
that the iioly Spn-it was sent to reprove rnen 
of sin, hecause tliey liELiEVE not on Ciiiust. 
Not to reprove them of sin because they do 
not go to hear and support the preaclier, main- 
tain a creed, observe days, times and seasons, 
and follow after siirns and tlie traditions of the 
elders, but to reprove them of sin because ihey 
believe not on Him whom the Father hath sent. 

I found that unbelief was the great, the 
damning sin of my heart. This sin is now the 
cause of all the present church organizations, 
sectarianism, man-worship and exaltaiion, 
Jesuitism, oppression, and of all iniquity, woe 
and death. 

My desire was to know what it was to believe 
on Christ. I had thoucrht that I did believe 
on him. But I was taught that to believe on 
Christ, was to believe somethinof more than 
salvation from a future hell, or salvation from 
siti after death. I was taught in the Scrip- 
tures, that ' they that are Christ's liave cruci- 
fied the flesh, with the affections and lusts.' 
Not half crucihed them. Not chained and 
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merely kept down, ready to rise ond carry ali 
before i]\ein on the |:)re^^ofl!ation of any teinpta- 
{\(ni ■ \).\\ rruri/ied. To rrurij]/, means, to 
make iUydd ; and that which is crucified, made 
dead, lives not again. 

' He (Christ) was manifested, says John, to 
take away our sins.' Kot to take hait of them 
away. Not to enable us to keep them dow/i 
merely, and to take them away at; death : for 
lie says, if we confess onr sins, he is faithful 
lo foririve us our sins, and to cleanse us from 
ALL UNRIGHTEOUSNESS.' And tlieu we are 
warned to * let no man deceive us ; he that 
dodh riffhtcnusncss, is righteous , even as he 
(Christ) 2s righteous.' Dsd Christ love part of 
the time, and hate part of the time? — sin part 
of the time, and be holy part ? — be righteous 
part of the time, and unrighteous part of the 
time? If he did, then do those that are born 
of God — if not, then they do not. For says 
Paul, ' If any man have not the Spirit of 
Christ, he is none of bis.' He that manifests 
the op/posite, at any time of course, can be 
none of his. For, says John, ' Whosoever 
ahideth in Him. sinneth not ; wdiosever sirnieth 
hath not seen him, neither known him.' ' Who- 
soever is BOUN OE Goo, doth not commit sin ; 
for his seed reniaineth in him, and he cannot 
sift, because lie is born of God.' * fie that 
committelli sin is of the devil ; for the devil 
sinneth from the be-ginninnr. For this purpose 
the Son of God was ma?\ifested, that lie might 
destroy the works of the devil.' And where 
are the works of the devil, if not in the heart 
of man ? Is the death of the body, and the 
meatis tnen now used, professedly to destroy the 
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works of the devil, or is Jesus Christ to destroy 
these works? Wnntyays Paul mthe verse we 
have before quoted ? ' They that are Christ's 
have' (in Christ, for wiiliout him we can do 
nothing) ' crtjcified t!ie desh, with the aflections 
and hjsts,' This inchides every particle of the 
ohi rnnn. And iheisc tiiirifrs and works of the 
devil, have been crucified — killed — destroyed, 
if we are in Christ a nao creature. And says 
Paul, * How shall ihey that are dead to sin, 
live any longer therein ?' Again, says Paul, 
* if any man be in Christ, he is a new creature ; 
OLD tilings have passed away ; behold all 
thincfs have become Ni:w.' Not bcconie h^llf 
new, and remain half old. 'Jesus Christ, the 
same yesterday, to-day and forever.' The 
same and as whole a Savior to-day, as lie will 
be when this body dies. * For he shall save 
his people from their sins.' He shall save 
them from their sins, not death. It does not 
say he shall save them from a part of their 
sins ; or save them from their sins a, part of the 
time. ' Wherefore he is able to save them to 
the uttermost that come unto God by him.' 
Not half save thern, nor make death th.eir Sa- 
vior ; but save to the utteemost, them that 
come unto God by him. * But of liim are ye 
in Christ Jesus, who of God is made unto us 
wisdom, and righteousness, and sanctificatioUj 
and r(idemption.' If Christ is not made unto 
us, this now, and if he cannot be, where is the 
ground of hope or ])robahility, that he will be 
made this unto us at the death of the body ? 
' We know that whosoever is boi^n of God, 
sinnelh not; but he thai is begotten of God 
keepeth himself, and that wicked one touchelh 
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him not.' * Whosoever is born of God, over^ 
cnmdh the worhl.' Is tiioro any itjtimntion 

world, iii iiini tlml is dorn oj iJod ? The son 
will isurciy ()vijrcoin<'. ih.e worh!, bcciiuse he is 
horn ol' God; but the serv;uit w'h) clioosjes to 
h.e ill h()!i(hige to the hiw, shut up from the true 
of the ^i^ospel, does not overcome, because 
is not l)oru of God, What then are mem- 
bers of churches and preachers, who confess 
in their prayeis that the world eoines in and 
takes away their hearts from God, and rrrieves 
away the Spirit? Are ihey sons in ihe liberty 
of tiie ^rospel, or servants under the law ? 
* Who inive himself for us, that lie niiaht re- 
deem us from all iniquity, and j)urify unto 
himself a peculiar people, zealous of good 
works.' There is nothing in this portion of 
Scripture, from which we could infer that the 
pariiri"- of soul and body, has anv tliinci- to do 
in redeeming and purifying man from inicpiity. 
Is it true that Jesus Christ cannot overcome 
the world, the flesh and the devil, and redeem 
from all iniquity and purify unto hitnsolf a j)e- 
cidiar peo[)le, zealous of good works, here on 
earth? If he cannot make his people per- 
fectly holy before death, then he cannot df> that 
for which he was manifested to do ; for he w^as 
manifested to destroy the works ( f the devil 
in his people, and to redeem them from all ini- 
quity. If his people are not redeemed from 
sin while on earth, what need of thi& war of 
moral conflict with Satan? for according to the 
doctrine of those who say that believers are 
not made perfectly holy till death, Satan has 
ever triumphed and will ever triumph over ail 
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men in this earth ; for any thing short of per- 
fect holiness is sin; anti whosoever sinneih is 
of I ho devil, or iht; (i(;vil ruh^s luid rein;iis in 
him. Who is to put all things under hini in 
this worhl, Christ or Satan 'I If Cln"isl is to 
put all ihinirs under iiini, how can he do it^ if 
lie cannot destroy sin or the works of the devii 
hi his people ? How will Satan be bruised, 
Christ cannot destroy ki-atan's works in believ- 
ers 1 

Satan is (he ffod of tiiis world. Men are 
led captive by him at liis will, and tliey do his 
works and that contiiiuullv. ' Clirist was man- 
ifested to deiitroy the works of the devil,' — * to 
save his peoj le from their sii^s ' — * to redeem 
tliem from all iiH(piiiy ' — ' to save them from 
the power of darkness ; ' and yet your ' Articles 
of Faith' say, that Satan is not overcome ' in 
believers' on the held of action; but tliat 
Christ always yields, and is oldi^^cd to take his 
people out (d' tiie w(jrld, before he can redeem 
them from i\U iniquity ! What d^^ctrine could 
more df?grade, tnore dishonor, more crucify 
afresh, thiit imma(:u!ate One ivlio lialli power to 
save to the ut.lennost, and to destroy the works 
of the d -vil in all them wlio come unto God by 
him., than ibis doctrine of devils? 

' Whosoever is hoxw oi' God si.'ineth not, and 
tliat wickeil one touchotb him not,' says John. 
But your ' Articles of Faith' say, Wliosoever 
is born of God sinnetli, — is not boly, and that 
wicked one touchetli him, till he is taken out 
of the world. 

Ai^ain, says John, ' Whosoever is born of 
God, ov(!rcojiif.'th t!ie world.' But vour 'Arti- 
cles of Faitli ' give Johii tlie lie direct: for 
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they say thiit whosoever is born of God, doth 
not ()V(M'cn!?]n the world. For thn world, or sin,, 
hiiS j)(nv(M' ovor hifii, ainl Ik* irinst Ui'. iiiken into 
aiiotlier uoild before he can overccnne the 
u'orhf. 

Pan! exhorted the Epliesiaiis to * put off con- 
certjiiii^ tin.- former coiiV(!rsai ion, theohi inniij. 
u'hich is corrupt accord ijijr to ihe deceilliil 
lusts, and bo reuewcd in the spirit of your 
iniiifl. And [)ut oil (he new uiaii, which after 
God is creiued iti riiihleousnc^s and true holi- 
iiesrf.' If the old man is put olT, and the lunv 
mail is created iti rii^hteousness and true holi- 
ness, where is the room for sin, that you say is 
in heiievers till death? Is the new man partly 
created in righteousness and true holiness, and 
})artfy in corruption, iniquity and sin? Paul 
teaches no sJich ihintr. 

After what I liave said above, it may seem 
to some, who will not receive tliis truth, that I 
admit what f d^ny, when i say, that I f)e]i(ive 
that at deatij, and not before, are l)e}ievers made 
li'.)ly. Whoso readeth, h't Ijiui understand what 
death 1 speak of ' Know ye not, says Paul, 
that so many of us as were l)a;)tized int(» .lesus 
Christ, were baptized into his de.atii ? There- 
fore we are buried with hiui by biiptisni into 
df^ath : that like as Christ was raised up from 
the dead i)y the gh)ry of llie Father, even so we 
also shouhl '.valk in newness of life. For if 
we have been platited in the likenes- of his 
death, we shall be also in the likeness of his 
resurrection. Knowinnr thir that our old man 
is crucified with hift), that uu: body of sin 
mi^lu be uestroyed, th.at hesicefonli we sliouldl 
not serve sin. For he tliut h dead, (i. e. dead 



to sin) is freed from sin. Now if we be dead 
u'irh Chri>^t, \V(; l.lvU wi) siiiill wUo live 

wiih hill:; Knouiiij; uiat Ch.'ir^l Ix-inu; raided 
from the dead, (iielii ik.) more ; deaiii liaili no 
more doniiiiiun over him. For in liiiii lie died, he 
died unto sin once ; hut in thai he livelh. lie iiv- 
€th unio God. Likewise reckon ye yonr.sel ves lo 
be dead indeed unto sin, but aiiv(:f uiilo God 
th.ronciii »?esus Christ our .Lord. Let not sin, 
t/ierrforc^ ri'Jgn in Youn iMoiri'AL ]n)DiEs, that 
ye si]ould obey it in the lusts thereof. Neither 
yield ye your members as inslruments of un- 
righteousness luUo sin, but yi«:id yoiire^elves 
un(o God as those th;it art.* alive irom the dead, 
and your ineu'.bers as im^truments ol* rigiitouus- 
ness unto God. For sin shall not have domin- 
ion ov(3r you, for ye are not under law, h(.u un- 
tier grace. What thcui, shall wc sin becnuse we 
are not under law but under grace? God for- 
bid ! (H(»w shall we that are dead to sin, live 
any lonirer therein ?) Knou' ye not that to whom 
ye yield yourselves :>crvants to obey, his servants 
ye are lo whon^i ye obey ; whether of sin unto 
death., or obedience unto righleonsnohss ? But 
God be thanked that ye were the servants of 
sin, (that is, lound t h, niselves to be in bondage 
or ^<laves to sin, as Paul shows in the 7lh chap, 
of Romnns ; and haviri^ a knowledcre of their 
slavery and bondage to sin, they died unto it, 
and the old m.m was crucihed with Cin-i^t, 
that the body of sin tnight be destroyed, that 
henceforth they should not serve sin,)1)t}l have 
obeyed from tlie henrt, that form ol doctrine 
\vliich was delivered you. Being {hen made. 
Ywv.E from sin, ye became the servants of 
righleuusness. For as ye have yielded your 
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members servants to tincleanness, and to ini- 
quity, even so now yield your members servanls 
to riglileousness unto holiness. For when ye were 
the servants of sin, ye were fVe(3 from righteous- 
ness. What frnit had ye in those things where- 
of ye arc now ashamed ? For the end of those 
things is death. But now uiung maoic freb 
FKOAi SIN, (he does not say Tree from the con- 
demnuiion of sin, us some preachers have it ;. 
but free from sin,) and become servants to 
God, ye have your fruit unto holiness, and the 
end everlasting life. For the wages of sin is 
death, but the gift of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.' 

This portion of Scripture is so plain, that 
the w.iylaring !nan, thougli a fool, could not 
err, if he would 'obey the form of doctrine ' 
incuh-ated in it. But preach(?rs and expositors 
liave perverted and explained it to meet their 
carnal conceptions, and even to justily inicpiity 
in themselves, while at the sanie time, this 
sixth chapter of Romans gives not the least, 
ground for any one to cherish a thought that he 
is born of God, if he has not ' been planted in. 
theliketiess of Christ's death,' and raised ' in 
the likeness of his resurrection ' — if he has 
not died unto and been made free from sin,, 
and to * walk in ni^wness of life.' 

There is a death which it would be well if 
mankind would concern ihen^selves ahout, more 
than they do ahout the death of the body. It 
is a death which every one must experietjcCj. 
who would be holy. It is the death of sin and, 
self— the death of the old inan. Christ is the 
believer's life. But he is not the life of liirn 
in whom the old man lives, in whom the old 
man is not crucified and put wholly off. 
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These truths, after mnch searchincr of the 
Scriptures, [ could nn lonijer (leuy ns i had 
douR. Bui 1 <(i\v thai iht^ ^jrejit iiuihiiiiide of 
professiuiT Chrisiiiui:-, with luysejC, h:i(l d(uued 
theni, l)()ih in theory imd pr;ictice. And then 
the question arose, why do they thus? Aad 
the great secret of the niatter was in time made 
kuewn lo me. ' Tlic^y being ignorant of God's 
righteousness, and going about to cstabbsh their 
own righteousness, have not subn)itted them- 
selves unto the righteousness of God. For 
Christ is tiie end or the law for righteousness, 
to every one that believeth.' VVherefore is 
tljis? * Beciiuse they seek it not by taith. but as 
it were by the works of ihe law, for they stum- 
ble at that stund)ling stone.' Faith is made 
the fruit of works, and not works the fruit of 
faith.. 

My eyes were now opened to see that T, and 
most professors, were making our joining the 
church, the Sabbath, ordinances, creeds, &.c. 
our prayer meetings, our geltijig and paying 
money to buihl meeting houses, and stipport 
preachers, &c. our talking to impeniteiU 
siufiers, our distributing tracts, our * benevo- 
lent eiforts/ f)ur 'family aliars,' our secret 
prayers, (that is, our going into some [};iriicii- 
lar location to pray,) our watchiutrs, siriviu^rs 
aiui liisiings, our righteousness and savior, 
rather than the Lord Jesns Christ. 

The love of Christ ! saw constrained but 
few, very few of the multitude of professors, to 
]al)or for the u[)buil(!ing of the Redeemer's 
kingdom. Ccmscietice ar.d a desire to build up 
a righteousness l;y the deeds of the law, act- 
uates most prolessors, hi their scaaty, pharisai- 



cal ^good works,' rather than love. They see 
not that the h)ve of Chri>t kiiulled up in the 
soul, is the consofp/imr (ire, that (lesiro3's the 
ohi inati with his dtieds, consumes all sin, and 
is the fuKiling of the law. Hence they try to 
build up and refornj the old man, and make 
him do his very best deeds, in tiift way of keep- 
ing carnal ordimuices, and oheyini? the com- 
niandfnetits (jf men ; and expect to pa?s those 
oil" at the bar of God, for pure and nndefiled 
religion, wliere true faith and love can only 
* ])as5 the solcnni test.' 

Little is this blessed trntli believed or expe- 
rienced — ' God is love, and Itc I hat dwiddtili in 
loDc, dioelldli in God. and God in Idni.^ And 
niilii ail cease from l.heir own works, cease 
from goimr about to establish their own riorht- 
eon sn ess l>y the deeds of tlie law, this love can- 
not be experienced. The revelation of Jesns 
Christ in; ns, and his righteonsness, — ti>c reve- 
lation and establishment of his kingdom with- 
in us, is the work and gift of God. But the 
preachers and professors of the present day, 
had rather work out a righteousness of their 
own, than to come as tetichnble children, and 
even as beggars and poverty-stricken wretch- 
es, naked and destitute, in need of all thit)gs, 
ami receive tliis unmerited, fjiki?: oift of God, 
and be clothed upon with white raiment, even 
the robe of Christ's righteonsri(;ss. O, how 
tlie shameful nakedness of professors will ap-* 
pear, who are walking forth, proud and boast- 
ful, in their hllhy, r.'igged, rotten, spider-web 
garments of pharisaical sel f-righleousness, 
Strip from such their observiiuce ol" days, times 
and seasons, and the things they do to be seen 
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and honored of inen,and wliere would be their 
reliirion? Whv, like Micah, vvhoii his crods 
Were taken froii] hifu, they would cry out, ' Ye 
have taken away niy gods, atid wliat have i 
more ? ' 

Micah expected to connnend himself to God 
by hiring a Levite to be ids priest — for siiid he, 
^ 1 know ihnt ihe Lord will do ine (^ood, seeinir 
I have a Leviie to niy priest.' Just so with 
professors now. They get men who talk loud- 
ly about the 'salvation of souls,' while at the 
same time * they build ui)2ion with blood and 
Jerusalem with iniquity,' and say witli Micah, 
we know that the Lord will do us good, seeiii^r 
we have such men for our priests. And lUv.y 
of eac'n st cl hire their priests, atid put them up 
in their pulpits, and say to the people, come and 
see and hear our priests, for they are better 
than the priests of our neighbors. 

Micah thoucfht it a very clever thinn- to have 
a religion that was popular in tiie eyes of the 
people. So with professors oi' th.e present day, 
they have a religion that bends itself to the 
popular current and favor of every breeze. 
And to support it and keep up its respectabil- 
ity, they build costly meeting-houses, and hire 
* Lcvitas ' for their priests, and make the most 
wealthy men their leaders, and cotiform to the 
world in their style of living and fashions in 
dress, manner of doing business, &c. and coun- 
tenance and sui)port slavery, w-ar, licentious- 
ness, and ail iniquity. 

Christ says to the leaders and teachers in the 
churches now, what he said to the pharisees of 
old — * But all their works ihev do to be seen of 
men ; they make broad their phylacteries, and 
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enlargre the borders of their garments. And 
love the uj)pernuist rooms at feasts, and tiie 
chief seats in the synairoanes. And greetings 
in the ma»-kets, and to he calhMl ol" men, Rahl)i, 
Kahbi. Wo unto yon, piiarisees and hypocriteSj 
for ye shnt np the kingdom ot" heaven against 
men : for ye neither go in yourselves, nor suffer 
ve them that ore enterincj to in) in. Wo unto 
yon, ph.arisees and hypocrites, for ye devour 
u'idow^s houses, and for a pretence make h)ng 
prayers. Wo unto you, pharisees and liypocrites^ 
lor \e compass sea and hind to make one prose- 
lyte; and when he is made, ye make hijn two 
I'old more the cliiid of iiell tlnui yourselves. 
Wo unto you, pharisees and hypocrites, for ye 
pay tithe of mint, and anise, and cunnnin, and 
liave omitted the weigluier matters of the law, 
judgment, niorr.y and faith : these ought ye to 
have done, and not to leave the other undone. 
Ye blind guides, ye strain at a gnat, and swal- 
low a caniel. \Vo unto you, pharisees and 
hypocrites, for ye make clean the oiUsi(]e of 
the cup and of the platter, but within ye are 
full of extortion and excess. I'iiou blind phar- 
isee, cleanse hrst that which is within the cup 
and platter, that the outside of them may be 
clean also. Wo unto yon., })harisees and hypo- 
crites, for ye are like unto u iiited sepulchres, 
which indeed appear heautihd outward, but 
within are full of dead men's bones, and of all 
uncleanness. Even so ye also outwardly ap- 
pear righteous unto men, but within arc full of 
hypocrisy and iniquity.' 

If these thinc[s arc so, where then is the 
right way, some will ask — where shall we look ? 
Look to God. He alone is the searcher of the 
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heart. Cease from man. Cease from yoiir 
own works, your own wisdom, your own know- 
ledge, your own willings and runnings, — give 
yourself to be taught as God shali see fit to 
teach you, — put away unbelief— for 

* Blind unbelief U sure to err, 

And read the Trutli in vain ; 
God is his own interpreter, 

An'd He can make it plain.' 

Blessed be God, there is a right way. He 
has raised up ' a highway^ and it shall be called 
the WAY OF HOLINESS ; thfe unclean shall 
not pass over it ; ' (no sin, nor anything that is 
defiled with sin, shall even pass over it,) * but 
it shall be for those : the wayfaring men, though 
fools, SHALL not err therein. No lion shall 
be there, nor any ravenous beast shall go up 
thereon, it shall not be fou ^ there.' (The 
ravenous beast of sin shall not, in any form, go 
up thereon ;) * but the redeemed shall walk 
there.' (Tho.^e who receive Christ as a redeemer 
from ALL iniquity, shall walk there.) * And 
the ransomed of the Lord shall return, and 
come to Zion with songs and everlasting joy 
upon their heads : they shall obtain joy and 
gladness, and sorrow and sighing shall flee 
avvay/ In the heart where there is sin, or 
continual liability to sin, sorrow and sighing 
do not flee away. 

* Thus saith the Lord God, behold, I lay in 
Zion for a foundation, a stone, a tried stone, a 
precious corner stone, a sure foundation : he 
that BELiEVETH shall not make haste.' ' And 
whosoever shall fall on this stone, shall bd 
broken : but on whomsoever this stone shall 
fall, it shall grind him to powder.* The great 
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point is, whether we will give all up, fall on 
this stone, be broken, and die to sin in the like- 
ness of Christ's death, and be raised in the 
likeness of his resurrection. And then be able 
to say with Paul, — * lam crucified with Christ; 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, imt Christ liveth 
in me.' Then should we be ' made one in 
Christ, even as he prayed the Father, * That 
they may be one as thou, Father, art in me, and 
I in thee; that they also may be one in us.' 
Then * by one spirit, we should all be baptized 
into one body, (Christ) whether we be Jews, 
or Gentiles, whether we be bond or free ; and 
be made to drink into one spirit.' 

Christ has set up his kingdom and brought 
in everlasting righteousness. The way into 
the holiest of all is now made manifest. An 
open door is set before all. And whosoever 
will mav enter. But * the law made nothing 
and can make nothing perfect, but the bringing 
in of a better hope (the gospel does) did ; by 
the which we draw nigh to God.' 

In respect to temple vvorship,-^or * attending 
meeting,' as it is included in your * covenant 
obligations' — Jesus Christ said to the woman 
who had reference to the worship of her Fathers, 
* Woman, believe me, the hour cometh, when ye 
shall neither in this mountain, nor yet at Jeru* 
salem, worship the Father. Ye worship ye 
know not what. But the hour cometh, and 
now is, when the true worshippers shall wor^ 
ship the Father in spirit and in truth : for the 
Father seeketh such to worship him. God is a 
spirit, and they that worship him, must worship 
him in spirit and in truth.' 

The question then is, was there a time set 
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when the temple worship should cease ? — 
should be taken out of the way ? We are 
told in the Dill chapter of HebrewSj ' The 
Ploly Ghost thiri signifying, tliat the way iiito 
the holiest of all was not vet made manifest, 
while as the first taijernaclo was yet standing : 
Which was a Hirnre for the time then present^ 
in wiiich were Uifered both gifts and sacrihces, 
that could not make him that did them perfect. 
Which stood only in tneats and drinks, and 
carnal ordinances imposed on them till the time 
of reformation.' lias the time of reformation 
come ? In Matthew, 24th chapter, read, ' When 
the disciples came to shew Christ the buildings 
of the temple, Jesus said unto them, See ye 
not all these things? Verily I say unto you, 
there shall not be left here one stone lipon 
another, that shall not be thrown down. And 
as he sat upon (he mount of Olives, the disci- 
ples came unto hifii privately, saying, tell us 
when shall these things be? and what shall be 
the sign of thy coming, and the end of tlie age.' 
Afler telling them what should come to pass, 
He said, ' Verily, verily, .1 say unto you, this 

GKNEUATION SHALL NOT I'ASS, TILL ALL THKSE 

TH!N(JS BE FULFILLED.' Then it is cortaiii that 
the time of reformation has come—that Christ 
did come as he promised the second time, before 
that generation passiMl away, and destroyed the 
temple, and abolished tlie temple worship, 
lypes, offering of gifts, sacrifices and ordinan- 
ces. And the ordinance of the Lord's sui)per, 
being given that those who were emerging 
from Judaism to Christianity, might keep Christ 
in remembrance and shew'^fortir his death till 
he did come — that, also, was taken out of tlie

way, and all these things were destroyed. And 
God then required and now reqiiires only spir- 
itual w orshij). And lie seeks spiritual worship- 
pers only. He neither enjoins nor requires of 
spiritual worshippers, observance offorms, days, 
seasons, times, sacrifices, ordinances, &/C. He 
cannot away with and is weary to bear the 
things that are now offered, in the place of 
spiritual worship. 

The substance, which is Christ, is fully man- 
ifested : what longer need of types and shad- 
ows ] 

Some may say that they need the ordinance 
of the Lord's supper still, to keep Christ in 
remembrance. But they may rest assured, 
that if such things are now needed to keep 
Christ in their remembrance, when he has made 
manifest and perfected all things by a ' new 
and LIVING way,' thnr love cannot he very strong. 
And the discerner of the thoughts and intents 
of the heart would probably say, * I know you, 
that vou have not the love of God in you.' 

Christ is * the mediator of a 7/62^ covenant, 
established upon better promises,' than that of 
the olcL * Whereof the Holy Ghost also is a 
witness to us: for after that he had said before, 
this is the covenant that I will make with them 
after those days saith the Lord; 1 will put my 
laws in their hearts, and in their minds will I 
write them; and their sins and iniquities will! 
remember no more. JVow where remission of 
these is, there is no more offermg for sin. 
Having had, therefore, brethren, boldness to 
enter into the holiest by the blood of Jesus, 
hij a new and living way^ which he hath conse- 
crated for us,* Christ hath blotted out the

hand-writino' of ordinances tliatwas against us,, 
which was coiitrury to u?, and took tliern out of 
the way, naihtig thern to ijis cross ; hencefoith 
then, ' no tnun shall judoe nic in resj)ecl of a 
holy day, or of the Sahbath day,' or of any 
carnal ordinances. For says Paul, ' If ye be 
dead with Christ froiii the rudin)ents of the 
world, why as iliougli livinu' in the world arc ye 
subject to ordinances? Touch not, taste not, 
handle not, which are all \o perish with the 
nsin;T, alter the coinniandnients and doctrines 
of men. Which iliinos have indeed a shew of 
will worship and humility,' &/C. 

Henceforth I call no man master : I would 
have but one master, even Christ. And though 
I have known Christ after the (lesh.j yet hence- 
forth I would know him thus no more. 

The existiusf sects and clmrch oro-anizations 
are the daughters of the great whore, anti they 
are to be destroyed. They will never be re- 
formed. Their doom is sealed ! Their down- 
fall certain ! Their destruction sure ! 1 am 
not troubled because my name has been strick- 
en h'om her lists. 

Are there any captives in tliis part of Baby- 
Ion ? If so, they are exhorted to come out of 
her, that they be not partakers of her plagues. 
For plagues thick au,d lunivy shall come upon 
her; and h.er foul, adulterous iniquities sliall 
eat her body as it were fire, till she be consurp.- 
ed, and her place be no more found. She ' is 
become the habitation of devils, and the hold 
of every foul spirit, and a cage of every unclean 
and Initeful bird .' 

God has set up a kingdom, wliich sliall nev- 
er be deistroyed ; and tiiis kingdom sliall not be 
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left, but it shall break in pieces and consume 
all other kioi^doins, and it shall stand forever.' 
' For the kingdom and the frreatness of the 
kinu^doni under the whole heaven shall be sfiven 
to the people of the saints of the Most High, 
whose kino'dorn, is an everiastincr kinordom and 
all dominions shall serve and obey it.' 

Preachers with their sects may cry, lo, here 
is Christ; and lo, there ; still he conieth in his 
kingdom not with observation, and he will * con- 
sume them with the spirit of his mouth, and 
destroy them with tlie brightness of his com- 
ing.' 'His righteousness shall go forth as 
brightness, and his salvation as a lamp that 
burnetii.' 

But some will say that I destroy the law, by 
denying the obligation to observe, as they do, 
Sabbaths, times, seasons, temple worship and 
ordinances. Let me say to such, they have 
yet to learn that love is the falfillinsj of the 
law. Not one jot or tittle of this law shall 
iail. The great majority of professing Chris^ 
tians make void this law through faith. That 
is, they allow of such a kind of faith and love, 
as permits ^in a j)art of the ti.nie and love a 
part of the time, a faith that saves from sin a 
part of the time, and permits them to serve the 
devil a part of the time. This makes void the 
law of love, which demands perfect obedience. 
The law is, ' Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, soul, mind, might and strength, 
and thy neighbor as thyself Therefore, who- 
soever professes to believe in and be in Christ 
a new creature, and yet in him, does not keep 
this great law perfectly, every moment and 
second of this life, makes void the law, makes 
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Christ the minister of sin, denies that he is the 
end of the lau- for ritrhteousness to every ojie 
thai l)elleveih( denies that ' he gave liinisell* for 
us, that he might redeem us from all iniquity,' 
and saves to the uttermost them that come unto 
God by him, and are liars, for they have not 
seen Christ, neither known him. 

It will be said that if this be true, most pro- 
fessors are liars. Well, it is : and we must let 
God be true, if it makes every man a liar. 

Well, some will say, you believe that he who 
is in Chiist a new creature, is holy all the time. 
And then the inquiry will be, do you believe 
that you are holy all the time? 

My reply is, that sin will not be to you or me 
a sanctifier. Death will not be to you or me 
a savior. Except your and my righteousness 
exceed the righteousness of the scribes and 
Pharisees, we shall in no wise enter the king- 
dom of heaven. 

Well, but some will ask, doesn't the Bible 
say, there is not a just man on earth that doeth 
good and sinneth not? we are sanctified in 
part ? 

I reply, that the law could make nothing 
perfect. But we having received a new cov- 
enant, established upon better promises, the 
Mediator of wiiich, has opened a new and liv- 
ing way, which he has consecrated for us, the 
way into the holiest ii made manifest, so that 
by the blood of Jesui , all who will, may enter 
with boldness. 

But still, some one may ask, Don't you think 
that the believer in Christ is liable to fall into 
sin sometimes? 

I ask, * How shall he that is dead to sin live 
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any longer therein 1 ' I ask such an one to 
search the ScrijMureSj fi;iving himself up to be 
led and taught by the Spirit, and if he is hun- 
gering and thirsting after righteousness, he will 
ceriainlv 'be fh.led,' and yet he broutrht into 
the liberty of the sons of God, and remain no 
longer a servant, — and yet give thanks unto the 
Father, whom Paul says made him with his 
brethren, ' Meet to be partakers of the inherit- 
ance of the saints in light. Who hath deliver- 
ed us from the power of darkness^ and haih 
translated us into the kingdom of his dear son.' 
And this kingdom wiiich is now set up on earth, 
no one can see nor enter, except he ' ue born 
AGAiN^ ; ' ' Not of blood, nor of the will of man, 
nor of the will of the flesh, but of God.' 

Provided the * body of sins were destroyed * 
in me, I could find nothing in myself to glory 
in. The rede nption, the power, the excellen- 
cy, the wisdon , the grace, I must acknowledge 
as God's alone. 

Provided, I were * freed from sin,' I could 
only say that I had died, and tlirown all respon- 
sibility in regard to my redemption from sin, 
and future perfect obedience upon Jesus Christ. 
If he cannot be trusted for this, then he will be 
no Savior to the soul that will not trust him, 
I do not mean that trust or faith in Christ, 
which is generally preached. That is a kind 
of trust that permits people to sail on in the 
ocean of sin, and trust that Christ will save 
them when the storm arises, (death.) But I 
mean, that trust or faith in Christ, which actii-^ 
ally places us on the rock, with the full assur- 
ance, that lie can and will keep us perfectly safe 
and secure, in calm or storm, gale or tempest. 
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My communication has grown somewhat 
lengthy, and although tlie subject is endless 
and full of inspiring thoughts, iu view of the 
subject of salvation from sin, I will bring it to 
a close. Assuring you, as I would, were my 
spirit disembodied and in the presence of God, 
that no personal hostility towards any member 
of your church has actuated me in my present 
course, I can lay my hand upon my heart and 
say as in the presence of God, there is not the 
desire in my soul to injure a hair of your 
heads. My great desire and prayer to God is, 
that you all, both preacher and people, might 
be saved with an everlasting salvation. Some 
of you, with whom 1 am more particularly ac- 
quainted, 1 much esteem ; but I should prove 
nivself recreant to God — recreant to Jesus 
Christ, and recreant to my profession of love 
to your souls, if 1 held back the truth, which 
I have here spoken. And if you should all 
entertain the thought, that motives of a person- 
al or selfish character have actuated me in this, 
is there not one among you, who believes thai 
it is not in my heart to injure her as a member 
of the church ? — who believes that I declare 
the honest and sincere convictions of my soul ? 
Will the companion of my bosom entertain the 
thought, that 1 would, in this manner, needless- 
ly speak or do aught fo injure her feelings? 
No, she cannot, she will not. If I have spoken 
truths that wound, I have done it to remove a 
disease of a most vicious and corrupting char- 
acter, which, if not removed, will destroy both 
soul and body. I have done it to declare the 
perfect righteousness of God in Christ Jesus, 
which is so universally denied. And that God 
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in his rich and abounding mercy and love, may 
lead you by his Spirit into all truth, and bless it 
to the full salvation of your souls from sin, is 
my desire. I would not put the least thing in 
the way of your attaining salvation from sin^ 
in Christ Jesus. Are you seeking with longing 
and hungering souls, for holiness? if so, (and 
there is no holiness short of perfect holiness,) 
God forbid that I should hitider ydiir attain- 
ment of the same. Are thiere ariiohg you 
any spiritual worshippers? God forbid that I 
should say, that 1 withhold from ydii Christian 
fellowiShip, or would deprive you of Christian 
privileges. If we are Christ's, we * hav^ by 
one Spirit, been baptized into one body, and 
have been made to drink into one Spirit,' and 
nothing can separate us. If we are not Christ's^ 
all the church organizations, creeds, ordinances 
and observances^ cannot give us Christian fel- 
lowship or Christian privileges. 

If there is a sbul among you hungering and 
thirstiiig after righteousness ' O do not, I entreat 
you, put obstacles in the way of that souPs 
being filled. If there is a soul among you, 
longing for salvation from sin ' O do hot drive 
that soul from the Redeemer of sinnefs. If 
there is a soul among you, desiring holinessi 
throw not over that soul the pall of gloom and 
death, by doing all in your power to drive 
fi'om him the hope or thought of realizing that 
for which Christ died. Deceive not that soul, 
tellinu him to v/ait till the moment of all 
bthers, when he will be most unlikfely to re- 
ceive Jesus Christ as a Savior from Siri. If 
there is a soul among you, searching the Scrip- 
tures to know whether Jesiis Christ is a Savior 
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from sin, a Redeemer from all iniquity, try not 
to drive that soul awav from the search after 
truth, by telling him to give up ihe search, for 
such a ' delusion,' and ' look to the promises 
and comfort hiinself in tliein ajul remain satis- 
fied as he is.' O, talk no more of ' the millen- 
ium,' if you reject Jesus Christ as a Redeemer 
from ALL iniquity. For, if Jesus Christ is not 
the end of the law for righteousness, to every 
one that believeih, then is your iiope and your 
faith vain in reo;ard to that day. If Jesus 
Christ does not * save his people from their 
sins,' then the day predicted in the Scriptures, 
when ' all shall know him from the least to the 
greatest,' will never come. If the way into the 
holiest, is not made manifest and consecrated, 
so that by the blood of Jesus we may enter 
with boldness, then this 'wilderness' will never 
* bud and blossom as the rose.' 

O, I entreat you, I beseech you not to fight 
against holiness and olead for sin. There is a 
liberty wherewith Christ makes his people free 
— the liberty of holiness. And whosoever will, 
may be ' delivered from the bondage of cor- 
ruption, and brought into the glorious liberty 
of the children of God.' 

That tliis may be the liberty wherewith you 
all shall be made free, is the desire

ADDITIONAL REMARKS. 



The world being full of unbelief, it seems 
that the inspired writers, in order to meet this 
and stop the mouths of gainsayers, repeated 
and reiterated over and over again the same 
truths, in the most unequivocal and explicit 
manner.

Did David mock 
God by asking him to hear the voice of his 
mouth ? Certainly not. It was the voice of 
his soul that David wished the Lord to hear. 
For says he, * My soul thirsteth for God, for the 
living God.' In this there was true prayer. 
The voice of the mouth avails not with God. 
The voice of the soul does. 

Respecting the church Jesus Christ says, * I 
am the vine, ye are the branches.' * I am the 
true vine, and my Father is the husbandman.* 
—John 15. * Now ye are the body of Christ/ 

4 
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1 Cor. 12: 27. * For by one spirit we are all 
baptized into one body,' 1 Cor. 12: 13. ' Know 
ye not that .ye are the teniple of God, and tliat 
the spirit of God dwclleth in you ? K any man 
defile the temple of God him shall God destroy : 
for the temple of God is holy which temple ye 
are,' I Cor. 3: 15, 16. ' What know ye not 
that your body is the temple of the Holy Ghost V 
6 : 19. * And what agreement liath the temple 
of God with idols ? for ye are the temple of 
the living God : as God hath said I will dwell 
in them and walk in them, and I will be their 
God and they shall be my people,' 2d Cor. 6 : 
16. 'The Most High dwelleth not in temples 
made with hands,' Acts 7: 48, It is evident 
then, that Christ has a kingdom or church on 
e.'irth ; and that church is composed of every 
believer, in whom he dwells. In this church 
there is * neither Greek, nor Jew% circumcision, 
nor uncircumcision, Barbarian, Scythian, bond 
nor free, but Christ is all and in all.' All who 
are in this church, ' are dead and their life is 
hid with Christ in God.' There is with its 
members^ no denominations, no sects, no part 
ties, no respecting of persons ; with them Chris- 
is not divided. They are not one of Paul, 
another of Apollos, and another of Cephas, but 
they are all one in Christ. Christ and the 
Holy Spirit, dwell not in temples nor in build- 
Jngs made with hands. They are not found 
in creeds, articles of faith, rules of discipline, 
church organizations, sects, &c. In these 
things there is no soul. Every spiritual wor- 
shipper is a member of Christ's^church, wnich 
IS his body. Assenting lo creeds, articles of 
fdith, subscribing the name to a covenant, 6ic, 
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cannot make any one a member of Chrisfs 
church. Tliese tilings are of the old Mother 
of Harlots. In the kingdoms of this world, 
such thinofs are needed. But in the kins^dom 
or church of Christ, love and nothing but love 
is the cementing bond of union. Take away 
from the churches their creeds, articles of 
faith, rules of discipline, observances, traditions, 
&c. and what would hold and bind the greater 
portion of the members together ? Would 
love 1 

In regard to baptism, John says, * That he 
(Christ) should be made manifest to Israel, 
therefore am I come baptizing with water.' 
lias Christ been made manifest to Israel ? 
Certainly. Then the obj ict of water baptism 
has been accomplished, and there remaineth 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost. For says John, 
1 indeed baptize you vyith water unto repent- 
ance : but he that cometh after me is mightier 
than r, whose shoes I am not worthy to bear, 
he shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost and 
witli fire.' John preached the baptism of re- 
pen ance — Cl.rist preached the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, and manifested the same. John 
came to prepare the people for the reception of 
Christ, and gave them water baptism, typical of 

* the vvashintj of regeneration and renew incr of

the Holv Ghost,' in Christ. Christ at the 

* times of reformation,' realized to l^elievers 
what water baptism was typical of Again [ ask, 
the substance beincj fullv manifested and real- 
ized in believers, what longer need of types and 
shadows? 
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N. B. I believe that truth requires me to 
say, that if my views in regard to the great 
truths of the gospel, had remained as formerly, 
I should not have attended on the ministrations 
of your preacher, without evidence of his re- 
pentance, in view of his traitorous recreancy 
to the cause of truth and righteousness.

How mucli faith do they 
possess 1 If their husiness is flourishing, and 
ihey have much, goods kiid up I'br many years, 
and tliey can feel and see that they are sure 
to have enoucrh to fill their belhes and chjtho 
their hacks, they tlien think it will do to talk 
about trnstm'J God. But to renounce the thinirs 
of the world as Christ did and follow in his 
footsteps, and trust God for a supply of daily 
wants, and be perfectly satisfied with whatever 
he sends, is with them the perfection of fan;\t- 
icLsui. Such things in their sight are most pre- 
smnptuous and {bol-hardy. Do they walk by 
faith or by sight? ' Whatsoever is not of faith 
is sin,' and ■ he thatdoubteth is danuied,' says 
the apostle. How much of the speculation, 
tiie husiness transactions, the hoarding up, the 
niakincT money to build fine houses, to furnish 
ihern fasiiionably, and to live fashionably is of 
faith? Mow much of . the professed preaching 
of the gospel, for hire, and /'or a reward is of 
faith ? How much of the anxiety, trouble, care, 
and perplexity experienced by professing Chris- 
tians, about their temporal wellare, is of faith? 
Do they have faith in God, or doubt iiis word, 
and believe not in his superintending care and 
providence, and that not a sparrow falls to the 
ground without his notice, and every hair of 
the head is numbered? Who is there that has 
faith in Christ as a Redeemer and Savior from 
sin now? A Redeemer and Savior from all 
sin, not from some >in. A Redeemer and Sa- 
vior iVom sin the whole time, not part of the 
ti?ne. ' Who is there tr=rn. can say vvitii a be- 
liever, — 'Like a stone which tlie builder takes, 
and puts oa the foundation, so do I lie on 
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Christ's blood and God's promises ; giving God 
my soul and body, a living sacrifice and cove- 
nanting with him never to doubt more: my 
language is, sink or swim — lost or saved — I 
will believe: I will sooner die than doubt? ^ 
Who is there that has faith to believe that the 
* fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, meek* 
ness, temperance,' &c. rather than r> 
temple and outward worship, observances, or- 
dinances, and creeds, &c. Who is there that 
has faith even as a grain of mustard seed? 

BONDAGE TO CORRUPT APPETITES. 

* The natural appetites of man — and through 
them all the, hiijher faculties — havinor become 
perverted from their original simplicity, by an 
improper indulgence, and his liberty and hap- 
piness thus sacrificed, "by a departure from the 
plain and obvious laws of his nature, he cr.n 
only regajn his lost paradise, by voluntarily 
yielding to the simple truth and freely conform- 
ing to the laws established in his constitution 
by his Creator. By the present perverted con- 
dition of his nature, he is involved in a sort of 
artificial necessity, by which he is almost com- 
pelled to toil ccntinuah'y at bodily servitude, or 
obtain the supply of his artificial wants by a 
disregard to moral principle.

Surely covetousness has ceased to be 
idolatry, and the love of money has become the 
liigliecl virlne 1 The man who can make the 
niost money, will doubtless have the hightist 
seat in heaven \ 
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The great apostle of the Gentiles was 
Reverend Auctioneer, to set up his Gospel at 
and Ecclesiastical vendue, and knock it off lo 
the highest bidder. But how is it now ? Why 
all Christendom has become a great mart— a 
grand emporium — a house of merchandize. 
The variety of Gospels are the commodiiy for 
gale-^the churches are the buyers—and preach- 
ers are the Auctioneers. 

Let us suppose for a moment, that the old 
Prophets and Apostles are suddenly transform- 
ed into hucksters, each one with his box full 
of old sermons, to sell to the people for what 
they can get. 

* Here,' says Peter, *is my Gospel — I'll sell 
it cheap, for Vm nothing but an illiterate fish- 
erman : you shall have it for $500 a year/ 

* I shall not sell mine,' says John, * short of 
$600, even tliough I be a fisherman.' 

* Not a cent under §700 a year for mine,' 
says James, ' fisherman or no fisherman.' 

* It is acknowledged on all hands,' says Paul, 
• that I am the greatest of the apostles — you'll 
not get my gospel therefore, short of $«000 a 
year.' 

Here ApoUos speaks up and says, * I am de- 
cidedly a more eloquent man than Paul is, nev- 
ertheless you shall have my Gospel, eloquence 
and all, for $6000 a year. 

* I shall ask about $5000 for mine/ says 
Timothy. And so on. 

Now we will suppose farther, that as soon as 
these commodities are thrown into market, that 
all the churches do forthwith fall to listening 
and hearkening, and tasting, and trying, and 
judging all these multifarious Gospels ; and 
thai the Que they like best» they bujf,'~2^. 
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S. R. McDowall, a short time before his 
death, wioie the following in his Diar}' : 

' The genius o f the Gospel is apposed to such 
a pecuniary establishment,' Referring to Mis- 
sionary Societies. 

And also the following : — *I renounce all 
human creeds, and confessions of faith and 
practice.' He believed iiimself called to preach 
the Gospel and determined to preach it, wheth- 
er Ecclesiastical establishments approved or 
disapproved — whether men would hear or for- 
bear. 

* These societies and 'benevolent associa- 
tions/ are the veriest refuges of lies, to which 
man ever fled.' — Palmer. 

What society is there or where is the church 
or minister, that preaches the Gospel 'without 
money and without price ] *
